If they are diseased 
there must be some corruption 
about them, then instead of let- 
ting them dwindle along and 
die spiritually or physically ‘the 
true shepherd will hunt them up 
and encourage and_ strengthea 
them. 


From the next clause I infer 
that it is right to heal the sick 
for the Word says, “neither have 
ye healed that which was sick.” 


A true shepherd will heal the 
sick. He will not wait to be 
paid for it. He will not wait 


to be asked to do it, but when 
he finds his sheep sick he will 
heal them. About the first thing 
he will do is to express a word 
of sympathy, and then lovingly 
and tenderly go to prayer for 
them according to the Scrip- 
tures laid out to follow. 


The. next’ clause _ says, 
“Neither have ye bound up that 
which was broken.” Well, from 
this we see at once that a true 
shepherd will bind up that which 
was broken. We do not need to 
consider that this is a_ broken 
limb, or a broken rib or a brok- 
en hand or foot, but it is neare1 
like a broken heart. This evi- 
dently refers to trouble of some 
kind. And the people are full of 
trouble everywhere. Multitudes 
of good people to-day are carry- 


ing broken hearts. They need 
the help and sympathy of a 
good shepherd and the goud 
shepherd will bind up the 


broken. They will not wait to be 
asked to do it, when they find 
out one of their sheep is broken 
over something they will hurry 
to it and administer to its needs.

fattened them for the market. 
One of his hired men went to 
feed them very often and he 
selected one special hog and 
pelted it with ears of corn till he 








ran it clear away from the corn 
and the other hogs. This was 
repeated so often that the hog 
was afraid to come up and eat 
with the others as long as he re- 
mained at the corn pen. It is 
possible for a shepherd to drive 
away some of his sheep by an 
improper and unwise use of the 
truth. If this is done the true 
shepherd will hunt up such as 
these and bring them back and 
nurse them up and feed them 
on the milk of the Word so they 
may grow thereby. 

When I used to be on the “go” 
all the time I once incidentally 
fell into a place where it seemed 
nearly the whole band of saints 
had been pelted so much that 
they did not know what to do 
or how to act when I began to 
preach love and fellowship and 
unity and mercy and kindness 
one toward another. I remained 
with them about ten days al- 
though I did not expect to be 
there more than one or two 


days. Ill never forget the ex- 
perience. They grew and grew 
until they were scarcely like 


themselves. The congregation 
wanted me to remain, but the 
shepherd wanted me to go. Ie 
cid not like for me to strengthen 
the diseased, heal up the broken 
hearted and bring back that 
which had heen driven away. 


The next clause, ‘Neither 
have ye sought that which was 
lost.” This is indeed a_ serious 
charge. To follow the steps ol 
Jesus will make one seek that 
which is lost. Jesus came to 
seek and to save that which 
was lost.” (Luke 19:10) A true 
shepherd will search for the lost 
and find him and bring him 
back to the fold. I have often 
wondered how some _ people 
could be so unconcerned about 
the lost people all around them, 
and many times those of their 
own household. 


The prophet makes a_ final 
home run and puts the cap on 
the whole thing when he says, 
“But with force and with cruel- 
ty have ye ruled them,” (Hzek. 
34:4) Of course we cannot 
think of this applying to shep- 
herds who are sanctified and 
filled with the Holy Ghost. But 
it applies to some body some- 
where sometime. Truly, it is a 
serious charge, and a grave re- 
flection upon shepherds, . but it 


comes from the Lord and the 
only thing we have to do is to 


be good shepherds that will not 
force and be cruel to those 
whom we are over: 


I drop a thought here that is 
truly embarrassing to me. I have 
heard of some of our good mem 
bers who have been almost a- 
fraid to do anything or speak 
a word for fear they would 
be called in question, placed un- 
der charges and excluded. Such 
a condition as this certainly does 
not speak well for the pastors 
of those churches. This kind of 
thing will not do. The god 
shepherds will not come under 
the head of forcing and cruelty 
If we have pastors that come un- 
der this head they must eithe: 
change their ways or give up 
their jobs. The pastors have no 
authority to exclude members 
without the action of the 
chureh. The pastor is to sit as 
moderator and is only a servant 
of the church in this respect. 


On the other hand if a pastor 
finds a member going wrong it 
is his duty to love and chevish 
that member, and pray for ana 
with him, and humbly advise 
and beseech him to come right. 
A true shepherd will never 
threaten to “turn out” a mem- 
ber if he does or does not do 80 
and so. Instead of this he will do 
his best to save and retain every 
member and try to get more. If 
a member goes wrong he will do 
his utmost to get-him back right 








and exclusion will only come as 
a last resort after every effort 


is made to restore him and 
every means is exhausted with- 
out success. 


And I tell you, real true white 
heated love will go a long way 
in bringing back the strays. And 
the love of Jesus in the heart 
and life will seek to save and 
not destroy. True shepherds will 
protect, feed and care for their 
sheep. And this is the kind of 
shepherds that the Church of 
God is upholding and recom- 
mending. The Lord says He is 
against the shepherds that do 
not strengthen the diseased, 
and that do not heal the -sick 
or bind up the broken, and bring 
back those that have been 
driven away, and that. do not 
seek after the lost. He is against 
the shepherds that force and 
with cruelty rule over thei: 
flocks. 


The spirit and example of the 
Good Shepherd is the only safe 
rule to follow. A close study of 
His life and character will work 
wonders in the lives of the shep- 
herds that have the care oi 
souls. Love will win when noth- 
ing else will do it. Get love, and 
more of it, and see what it wil 


do.

A “diviner,” is one who iz 
supposed to discern the past, 
present and future by tokens, 
omens, and direct spirit-com 
munication. 

“Observer of times,” those 
gazing into the clouds, observ- 
ing signs, times and omens, thus 
leading on to “spiritualism.” 

“Consulter of familiar spirits.” 
One that can consult with evil 
spirits without the aid of omens 
signs, spells, etc. 

“Wizard.” One looked upon as 
being especially wise, but his 
manifested wisdom is only 
through the aid of unclear 
spirits. It is an established fact 
that very illiterate men have 
been known to talk very intel- 
ligibly on subjects requiring 
great knowledge, but this was 
while in a trance state; but 
while from under this spirit 
power they could not talk of the 
subject whatever. 

A “necromancer,” is one who 
is supposed to talk to the dead, 
this corresponds to modern 
spiritualism. A “Charmer,” is 
one who can by the look of the 
eye or a pass of the hand get 
one under his control, like the 
Hypnotist: It is said that snakes 
sometimes charm birds. This 
carries with it the thought _of 
the demon doing the charming 
whether in the serpent or in the 
man.

These witches can tell fortunes 
and reveal great secrets. Many 
thousands of our young peuple 
in this enlightened land, anc 
land of Bibles, consult witches 
to know of hidden and yet un- 
revealed things to them, but 1" 
they cculd only realize that God 
forbids even consulting any of 
the above mediums, surely they 
would no more bring the frowns 
and displeasure of God upot 
thenr by going against His 
word on this subject. 

We can see by closely observ 
ing, that each of the above sun- 
jects are closely related, and th 
reason is obvious, they aie 
prompted from the same source 
“Spiritism.” ‘n fact the whuie¢ 
of the above is different phases 
of what is known as modei}. 
spiritualism. 

We see in every city as well 
as towns, fortune telling signs. 
These fortune tellers are usually 
women. I know that some are 
fakes, can’t tell any of th« 
future but it is evident ihat 
thousands of these so calied 
fortune tellers can reveal 
secrets as thousands of their 
patrons will testify.
